Appear Before Legislative Committee 


In H arrisburg and Demand Passage 


of Bill Compelling Full Measure. 


H arrisburg, Pa., March 2. — The 
house com m ittee on railroads gave a 
hearing to a delegation oi Ute Phila­ 
delphia Retail Coal D ealers’ associa­ 
tion. They charged the railroads with 
delivering short weight coal and de­ 
manded the passage of a bill, now in 
the hands of the committee, com pell­ 
ing the railroads to furnish retail coal 
dealers with full weight. 
William 
Downing, 
of 
Downing 
Brothers, Philadelphia, gave the m em ­ 
bers of the house com m ittee figures 
of short weights 
suffered by remail 
dealers of 
Philadelphia, 
which, he 
said, were startling and which ap p ear­ 
ed to strik e som e m em bers of the rail­ 
road com m ittee in that way. 
Mr. Downing backed up his figures 
with blue prints on which were the 
tables of weights 
covering the re­ 
weighing of approxim ately 300 ( ars of 
coal furnished by the Pennsylvania 
railroad in one year. 
“The railroads and the coal produc­ 
ing com panies work hand in hand," 
asserted 
Downing, "and toe 
re ail 
dealer 
has 
about as much chance 
against the com bination as the pro­ 
verbial snowball has In a certain warm 
latitude. 
“The average loss on sh o r'ag e sus­ 
tained bv retail dealers," he went on, 
“am ounts to 2% ja r cent, and if our 
figures are correct, and they cannot 
he disputed, the railroads put Phila­ 
delphia reiail dealers alone to a loss 
last year through under weights of at 
least $154,»i».ii. 
“We estim ate,” continued Mr. Down­ 
ing. “that we have paid to coal odin- 
pan (es for 10,000,000 tons of coal that 
w e did not get. and at an average of 
$2 a ton, the coal companies and 'Wil­ 
roads have $30,000,000 of our money to 
which they a re not entitled." 
Members of the Philadelphia dele­ 
gation further asserted that they are 
compelled to accept the coal weights 
hilled them by the railroads, their only 
redress being to ask for a re weighing, 
for which the railroads charged at the 
rate of I t a car. 
The alleged los- sustained by retail 
coal dealers by short weight was illus­ 
trated by Mr. Downing, who sh Id that 
a dealer doing a business of Soon tons 
a year, pockets a loss by railroad 
snort weights of $600. One Philadel­ 
phia firm, it was declared, annually 
c h a r g e s off to loss against the cost of 
Its business $12,(HH) as an offset to 
short weights furnished by the rail­ 
roads. and Mr Downing said that his 
firm last year ( barged off $$000 to the 
item. 
Asked if the retail dealers would 
reduce the price of coal to consum e:* 
lf the legislature 
passed the short 
weight hill. Mr. Downing, ag spokes­ 
man (or the delegation, said that It 
could not be done, as the retailer, be 
said, need 
till! weight to m ake his 
business reasonably profi'able.

Washington. March 2.—The senate, 
by a vote of 4*> to 40, refused to un 
seat William P rim e r, of Illinois. Th.* 
brings to a c lose, at least so far as the 
present congress is concerned, a fight 
that has been waged for almost a year 
against the Illinois senator upon the 
charge that his election to the senate 
was accomplished by bribery. 
Senator P r im e r was saved by the 
votes of men who will retire from the 
senate on March 4. Nearly every one 
of the “lame ducks” voted for him. 
Here is the list of the retiring sena 
tors whose votes insured Lorirner’s 
hold on his seat: Bitlkeley, of Connee- 
tlcut; Burrows, of Michigan; Cartel, 
of Montana;

Dick, of Ohio; Hale, of Maine; Kean, 
of New Jersey; Piles, of Washington, 
and Scott, of West Virginia. 
I airliner's opponents apparently do

centage of protein, which nu trien t is 
useful in growing bone and muscle, 
and for this reason by their use great­ 
er grow th of the cow will be secured. 
Small |Kitatoes. m angels aud carrots 
are very useful for w inter feeding in 
th at they are succulent and keep the 
digestive apparatus In excellent condi­ 
tion. 
It Is not advisable to feed her heav 
ily of concent rated grains until after 
she freshens. Four pounds a day of a 
m ixture of equal parts ground corn, 
ground oats. bran and otlm eal will 
keep her in excellent condition and 
grow ing rapidly w hen fed in conjunc­ 
tion w ith tile roughage.
